New York Road Took in
$1,014,659 More This

July Than Last.

LARGEST EXCEPT 1893.

Then the World's Fair Traffic
Helped.Other Lines Pros-

per Also.

The various statements of earnings of
the railway companies which came to hand
in Wall Street yesterday demonstrated the
truth of recent assertions, that the railway
properties were handling business at good
rates and up to the limit of their capacity.
The most striking report was that made
by the New York Central, which earned
gross during July $4,435,406, an increase
over last year of $1,014,659. These earningswere the largest in the history of the
company, with the single exception of the
July during the World's Fair in Chicago.
Louisville & Nashville reported for June
an increase in gross of $307,933, and an increasein net of $257,874. Great Northern
reported for July a gross income of $2,266,030,an Increase of $417,938, and Mobile
& Ohio among the lesser properties reportedan increase for July of $137,338.

Flower's Death.

ON LONG SIDE YET.

Rumor That He Liquidated
150,000 Shares Said to

Be Improbable.
A rumor was circulated in Wall Street

yesterday and found its way into one of the
financial news bureaus to the effect that
Mr. John D. Rockefeller had liquidated
about 150,000 shares of various stocks duringthe past three weeks. These shares are
understood to have been distributed among
Burlington, St. Paul, Atchison preferred,
Brooklyn Rapid Transit, Southern Railway,
Central Pacific and others. The last of his
sales were, according to this report, inadf!
on Friday last.
Reports have been current for some days

that certain holdings by the Rockefelleis
had recently been liquidated. It can be
stated on excellent authority that the Rockefellerssold about 10,000 shares of Brooklyn

morning after ex-Governor Flower's death
at un average cost of 105. This stock was
never transferred from the names of the
former holders. Prior to this purchase the
Rockefellers bought 20,000 shares of BrooklynRapid Transit as an investment, for
which they paid $120 per share. This last
block of stock has not been sold. The formerlot was taken up partially by Flower &
Co. at private sale, in order to prevent it
being disposed of in the open market.

It is generally believed that John D. Rockefellerhas recently liquidated some stocks,
but nothing like as large a quantity as the
rumor gave him credit for doing. From a*
indications there has been considerable longstock sold recently in Burlington & St.
Paul, although it was stated reliably that
the St. Paul stock now standing in the
name of Mr. Rockefeller is larger than ever
before. Brokers generally were inclined to
consider the rumor as without good foundation.
One of the biggest operators in the mar

ket, who has been interested with Mr.
Rockefeller in many important deals, and
who, with the Rockefellers, was the main
support of the late ex-Governor Flower In
his market operations, said yesterday that
he did not credit the report, although he
believed that Mr. Rockefeller had sold out
some small quantities of stock which he
purchased from 3 to 5 points under the pres
em quotations. He further stated that, if
there had been any large amount of liquidationfor John D. Rockefeller's account, it
would have been through the office ofFlower & Co., who have recently been creditedwith decidedly more buying than selllug.

THE LAUTERBACH AFFAIR

Fully Explained That the Rooms
He Wanted Were Not

Then Vacant.

Published statements that prominent Hebrews.like Edward Lauterbach, have been
refused accommodation at the Oriental Hotel,Manhattan Beach, were most emphaticallydenied yesterday, both there and by
Mr. Lauterbach himself. Austin Corbin, vicepresidentof the Manhattan Beach Companyand son of the late founder of that
corporation, said: "It is not true that Mr.
JLauterbach was told that he would not be
welcome at the Oriental. We received a

message from him on Friday saying that
he and his wife desired to spgnd Saturday
and Sunday with us. We answered that
we regretted very much that the rooms
he wished were occupied and that the hotel
was so full that we could not afford him

might wish. We asked Mr. Lauterbach if
he could not defer his visit until the folilowing week. He replied that he did not
believe he could. We regretted very much
not being able to give him the rooms he
asked for. There is no disposition here-to
exclude Mr. Lauterbach or men like him.
lie would not be excluded from any hotel
in the country."
Mr. Lauterbach, when told of Mr. Corbin'sstatement, said: "That is practically

correct. Mrs. Lauterbach did desire to
go to the Oriental Saturday and Sunday of
last week. We found that the hotel was

full, though we were cordially invited to
come down the present week. Our plans did
not permit, however. Mrs. Lauterbach and
I have stopped at the Oriental season after
season, and have been treated most courteously.Xo discrimination whatever has
been shown against us because we happen
to be Hebrews, or for any other reason.
Did I believe that we were really discriminatedagainst I should certainly resent It.
I have had no reason to do so thus far."

had threatened to leave the Oriental becauseof insults alleged to have been offered
to his former county chief of staff.
